It represents 
the first serious attempt to intioduce into this country, in a form 
likely to be acceptable, the principles of the ^lai burg School, whose 
influence on the Continent has been so far-reaching.

— “Mr. Otto Siepmann has skilfully 
combined a scientific and educational grammar (not mere reference 
tables) with a German * Reader.’
